The following playback features will always operate. 
Automatic Playback 

W hen you put a tape in the TV/VC R, the power will come on 
automatically. If the tape's record tab is missing, playback will 
begin. If a timer recording is set, the power will not come on 
automatically when you insert a tape with the record tab intact. If 
a timer recording is set and the TV/VC R power is off, the 
TV/VCR will eject the tape if the record tab is missing. 

Automatic Rewind, Eject, Off

AUDIO Jack: jack located on the front of the TV/VC R which is 
used to record audio from another source.

If you are not using 
the AUTO C LO CK feature, reset the clock manually. Details are on pages 12-13.) The timer recording 
will not occur only if the timer recording was scheduled to take place during the power failure.
